Sec. 3 The Surveyor General shall keep his office at the Seat 
of Government, and keap a record of all surveys made by Inmself ; 
or reported tv lim by other surveyors, in a book suitable for the ' 
pupose. He shall also have a gencial supermtendence and su- ~ i 
pervision of all surveys of land, made within the State. 

Sec. 4. There shall afso be a County Suiveyor, appomted by 
the County Court in each County, whose term of office shall be 
fou years, and until lus successor is qualified. 

Sec. 5. The County Surveyor shall take an oath of office, and 
give bond and secuiity to be approved by the Cleik of the County 
Court, m their respective Counties, and file the same in his office. 

See. 6. All surveys madé in any County shall, upon the com- . 
pletion thereof be i1etuined to the County Smveyou, who shall file 
a copy thereof, together with a copy of all surveys made by him- 
self, m the County Recorder's office, in the Commty wherem the 
same is mide; and transmit another copy of the same, together 
with the! surveys made by himself, to the Smveyor General's of- 
fice at the Seat of Government 

Nec. 7. It shall be the duty of the Surveyor General, and all 
County Surveyors, to supervise all suveys made in their 1espect- 
ive jtuisdictions, that the same may be accurate, and no ieport 
shall be filed for 1ecord, until the same shall be certified to, by the 
Surveyor General, or County Surveyor, as being conect. 

Ser. 8. All surveys made m this State, shall be made to corres- 
pond with the original survey of Great Salt Lake City, and m all 
new surveys, certificates aj ploved by authouzed smveyois shall 
te considered title of possession, to the holding of the same, 
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for the amount of land therein desciibad.: 

Sec. 9. It shall be the duty of all surveyors within the State, 
to make retun of all such reports within ten days, to thé Recorder 
of the County wherein the surveyas made, and tiansm)t another 
copy of the same to the Surveyor General’s office, withm twenty 
days after the same shall be completed.

Sec 1- Be it ordained by the General Assembly of the State 
of Deseret, that the Quartermaster of the State of Deseret 1s here- 
by authorized to erect a suitable building for the safe kecy ing and 
preservation of Ordnance, camp eauipage. ammunition, sn ail arms, 
supplies, &c. 

Sce. 2. The Quartermaster is also authorized to purchare all 
arms and munitions of war necessary, and it 1s hereby made his 
duty to cause the Ordnance to be repaired, and put in complete 
order without delay. 

Sec. 3 Any person having fiunished supplies for the Utah ex- 
pedition against the Indians, and the amount of the same not hav- 
ing been ascertained or allowed, or any expense incuned hy rea- 
son of this Ordinance; œ the Ordinance regulating the Militia. 
passed February 27 ult., the sume may be aud'ted Ly the Andita 
and if found correct, he shall give an o:der upon the Treasurer for 
the same, whoshall pay the same out of any money in the Public 
Treasury, not otherwise appiopuatcd ;

AN ORDINANCE PROHIBITING THE SALE OF ARMS, 
AMMUNITION, OR SPIRITUOUS LIQUORS 
TO THE INDIANS i 
Passed, Darch, 386. 1850. 
Sec. 1. Be it ordamed by the General Assembly ff the State 
of Deseret, that if any person shall hereafter trade pr give any 
guns, rifles, pistols, or any othe: deadly weapons, amfnunition or 
spirituous liqucis; to any Indian; without having a Heense, shall on 
conviction thereof before any Justice of the Peace, be fined ina sum 
not exceeding five hundied dollars for each cffenee, and also for- 
feit all the poyerty reccived from the Indian, which shall be solc, 
aud the preeeeds thereof paid imo the Publie Treasury.
